Dear Bill} 

I am writing you aboxit the Cy Sulzberger article which appeared ?ji 
last Monday’s New York Times . A copy of it, alcsig with a bale of other 
material, is enclosed. 

While the specific criticisms of the propaganda program in Eastern 
E\a?ope do not deal primarily with what the Information Agency is doing 
in that area, the article is so phrased that we appear to be priraaiil,Y 
responsible. To ^diat degree this can be straightened out by talking to 
Sulzberger, I don't know, but we here think that it may be worth a tr:r 
if you are willing. 

I have, therefore, collected some briefing material from the Voice 
as well as some choice coarespondence with various missions in the 
Satellites which indicate that they are well satisfied with what we a^re 
doing. These are both for your own edification and, at your discretion, 
to show to Sulzberger, 

As you know, the article deals with -ttxe quality and type of radio 
broadcasts, and with the supply of commercial films. As to the films, 
the correspondence between Thayer and Ken Clark of the Motion Picture 
Association indicates that Bucharest had received every znajor Hollywcsd 
production in 19^5. Why Thayer took it upon himself to give Sulzberger 
the in^ression that the pictures mentioned in the article were the l^st 
he could get, is a mystery to us. However, the point is that the fil^ 
discussed have nothing to do with the U, S, Information Agency Motion 
Picture program. Unfortunately this is not clear to the lay reader 
from the article. USIA has merely tried to help out where other 
channels for getting commercial films have failed. In this coonection, 
note appreciative despatch from Bucharest about "The Living Desert", 

As to radio, Sulzberger's charges obviously refer primarily to 
Radio Free Europe, Radio Liberation, etc. On this point, I enclose 
an answering memorandum from the Voice, as well as two Effectiveness 
Reports prepared for our Appropriations Hearings, I also enclose

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a random sampling of English language camnsptary programs beamed from 
Washington, Further, I attach the Dai3y Broadcast Content Report 
covering all language broadcasts to each of the European satellite 
countries for May 9th and 10th, 

This material should be fairly effective in refuting the major 
charges as applied to VGA. However, if you show any of it to Salzbergar, 
you must add that we also broadcast from Munich a half-hour program a day 
to Poland, Rumania, Hungary, and Btilgaria, These programs are each roi:^hl; 
divided into 1/2 news, and 1/2 features and commentary. Perhaps you could 
suggest that he go down to Munich and look over the setup firsthand. You 
will note that he complains of the ^l8e of emigres that are out of touch 
with what's going on in their country of origin. As you know, we do use 
broadcasts by defectors, especially from Munich, but usually ones who 
are fresh from behind the curtain. Furthermore, we have repeatedly sent 
sample scripts to the appropriate missicms in the Satellites for evalua- 
tion, and in general have gotten veiy favorable comments, I enclose a 
few such comments for your refej^ence. 

Unfortunately the article appeared on the same morning that 
Ted Streibert had to go up to face a none too friendly Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, The next day the same Coimnittee asked Secretaiy Dulles 
about it. If Sulzbeiger appears at all sympathetic to our views, a 
favorable article on some phase of our program would be the most 
practical way of helping repair the damage done. Such an article would 
be especially helpful between now and the time our appropriations bill 
gets out on the Senate floor, probably in about two weeks, 

I am also enclosing Sulzberger's cos^anion article which apoeared 
on this past Wednesday, As you can see, it is considerably mare con- 
structive in approach. You might tell Sulzberger that Andy Berding 
assigned his Eastern European staff that same day to explore all pos- 
sibilities along the lines indicated in that article.
